The Very Rev. Clemente Barron, C.P., provin¬ 
cial consultor located in Chicago, told the Cultural 
Heritage Commission Tuesday, “One of the questions 
we’re reflecting on (concerning the Monastery): what 
are we willing to do with the existing structure? We’"e 
not willing to do anything. There is no reason for the 
building to exist. It is detrimental to our mission to 
keep it up as such. Regardless of how you feel, we 
aren’t going to invest to keep it up.” 

The commission members, led by Chair Judy 
Webb-Martin, said they were “awestruck” about the 
possibility of losing the well-known structure on the 
north side of the village, since the structure is visible 
from four freeways and is “a heritage of our town.” 

Sierra Madre residents have been “in a stew” 
ever since a ietter was sent from principals of the Pas¬ 
sionist community, owners of the structure in ques¬ 
tion, to the Cultural Heritage Commission and City 
Administrator Jim McRea at the end of May, advis¬ 
ing them that the building would be torn down. 

When asked if there were a formal permit re¬ 
quest for razing the structure. Father Clemente Bar¬ 
ron told The News, “Not formally.” 

He said that two preliminary bids to raze the 
building were $100,000 and $160,000. He stated that 
to retrofit the building would cost between $1 and $2 
million. He added, “But then again that projection 
is irrelevant because we have no need for it (the build¬ 
ing).” 

Commissioner Phyllis Chapman said, “Many 
buildings have gone. Tearing down is like death. It’s 
final.” 

Joe Feeney, member of St. Rita Catholic Church 
and a civil engineer, told the commission and the 
audience, “1 don’t know what one would say about 
the forces of nature. (The monastery) is in the process 
of being destroyed by earthquakes...! call attention 
to the fact that it is structurally unsafe...The building 
has a good chance of collapsing. No one has come

up with an idea to save it. As an engineer 1 think this 
^ building should come down.” 

He reminded the group that it is three stories of 
unreinforced bricks. 

B.J. Moore, a structural engineer who has studied 
the building before and after the recent earthquakes, 
said, “The walls have moved out an inch on each 
side.” The structure is 45,000 square feet and three 
stories tall. 

Both Walter Gage and Mike Kinney urged the 
Passionist community to save the building. 

“I would hate to see the monastery go. It ranks 
with the missions of California. In 1998 the monastery 
will celebrate its 5th anniversary. I hope it’s there 
and I hope it’s in use, serving the Passionist order,” 
Gage said. 

Kinney stated, “The younger generation wants 
the monastery to remain as a symbol of strength.” 

Feeney countered that alternatives are out of the 
question. Plans call for taking the monastery down 
and planting the area, then building a structure that 


“fits the needs of the Passionist priests.” He added 
that there was absolutely no plan to remove the Sta¬ 
tions of the Cross. 

The Very Rev. Clemente stated that at one time 
there were 30 priests housed in the monastery and be¬ 
fore they were transferred out of the building, there 
were only 12. He added that they were planning to 
close down the residence sooner or later, “then the 
earthquake came.” He also said that originally it 
was built for a monastery. “The structure limits 
any other use without an astronomic^ll amount of 
money.” 

The provincial consultor finally agreed to allow 
two more structural engineers to look at it, so there 
would be three opinions about the condition of the 
building. He gave the group “two to three weeks” 
to complete the work. 

Commissioner Dane Lenton made a motion to 
defer the problem to the City Council for a public 
hearing. The News will keep the community informed 
of that date.

Although the late R. Robert Evans has 
been reviewing information about our 
city in his “Carrot Top Revisited” column, 
there is still more information that fails 
under the “editorial” column. 

The city was incorporated Feb. 2, 
1907 as a general law city. 

It has grown, oh, how it has grown 
over this century, so that now there are 
10,810 residents in the 3.06 square miles. 

We have four neighborhood parks 
and there are 1602 licensed businesses. 
Water is delivered via 43 miles of water 
mains. There are 18 miles of sewers and 
34.6 miles of streets. 

How many utility customers are 
there? Our woman who mans the utility 
desk (The News accepts payments for 
Southern California Edison, Gas and 
GTE) could probably tell you that. There 
are 3646 utility customers, many of whom 
pay at The News office, and many who 
send theirs via mail. 

How much water do we use? 2.5 
million gallons daily. 

Our $4.3 million general fund bud¬ 
get provides police and library services, 
fire and administrative services, youth 
and adult recreation and leisure services, 
engineering and plarming services, finan¬ 
cial services and public works for Sierra 
Madre. 

Interesting trivia for Sierra Madreans 
to know about their village that is nestled 
up against the San Gabriel Mountains.

Inhumane acts 
to Baha’is in Iran 

The Baha’is of Sierra 
Madre wish to alert peo¬ 
ple of the latest act of in¬ 
humanity that is being 
inflicted on the Baha’is 
in Iran, the land of the 
birth of the Baha’i Faith. 
A prominent Iranian Ba¬ 
ha’i, Bahman Samandari, 
was secretly executed in 
Tehran on Mar. 18 and 
was buried two days later 


in an unmarked grave in 
a Tehran cemetery. Au¬ 
thorities refuse to disclose 
the location of the grave- 
site. 

Samandari, a business¬ 
man active in the Baha’i 
community, is the first 
Baha’i executed since De¬ 
cember 1988. No charges 
have been announced; 
there was apparently no 
trial. This is typical of a 
decades-long pattern by 


which Iranian authorities 
facing domestic or foreign 
challenges have permitted 
or encouraged attacks on 
Baha’is, Iran’s largest 
religious minority. 

Samandari was sum¬ 
moned to Evin prison on 
Mar. 17, ostensibly to 
sign certain documents. 
His widow learned of his 
death Apr. 5, when au¬ 
thorities gave her a docu¬ 
ment said to be a copy of 


his will dated Mar. 18. 
The authorities did not 
release his body to his 
bereaved widow. 

This act of secret exe¬ 
cution without constitu¬ 
tional rights stresses the 
need for continuing inter¬ 
national vigilance and 
pressure in support of the 
rights of Iranian Baha’is. 
We feel it important to 
alert our fellow citizens

Very little went on during the 1950s outside 
of the regular routine of business. The Los An¬ 
geles Municipal W'ater District did submit a plan 
to the City Council for permission to take their 
pipeline through the city via Grandview Ave. As 
we remember, the MWD offered the city free 
supplemental water for life, or $20,000 in cash.

Ed Herwig 
changed the paper back to the Republican fold 
in 1958.

So we had a big 7.4 temblor near the Yucca 
Valley, and true enough, if it had been centered 
in a densely populated area there would have 
been heavy casualties. Also, there was a second 
quake/aftershock (no one seems sure about this) 
near Big Bear. And we, in Sierra Madre, felt one 
of the longest rolling motions in recent shaker 
history. Noted. Now, can we please get back 
to just living our lives and enough already about 
seismic predictions, aftershocks, new “minor” 
quakes and other assorted hysteria? 

There is no doubt in my mind that we could 
handle the threat of earthquakes if we just had the 
occasional shaker, got the jitters and as quickly 
got over them. No, we’ve got to have day-after¬ 
day, week-after-week of nxlates, experts’ oprinions, 
speculations and warnings. If our public service 
agencies are not prepared to deal with quakes 
by now, and if we as citizens are not prepared 
for a major quake, then shame on us. Some med¬ 
ical people feel the anxiety and stress brought 
on by the continual specter of doom presented 
by the media is worse than the mental trauma 
brought on by an actual quake. 

A friend of mine was returning from a trip 
and passed through Yucca Valley. As he drove 
down the main street, he could see from a dis¬ 
tance that the front of a large building had col¬ 


lapsed during the quake a day before. By the 
time he was in front of the place, it was obliterated 
by a sea of media trucks and dozens of reporters. 
Although interviewing victims of significant 
quakes may have a therapeutic value for them, 
it does little for the rest of us who live in earth¬ 
quake zones. 

We have all been through some significant 
shakers. Some have suffered more than others. 
But surprise of surprises - life goes on! Those 
who find the unpredictability of earthquakes un¬ 
nerving have sought other climes where they at 
least can see the developing threat of tornados, 
fires and hurricanes. Those of us who choose to 
remain can do without a seemingly endless pa¬ 
rade of “special programming” on the tube to 
deal with the “Big One.” We saw the same sub¬ 
ject matter after the Sylmar, Whittier and Sierra 
Madre quakes. We have by now, hopefully, 
learned what we should do to prepare for this 
“Big One.” 

I know that our family is prepared. I hope 
your family is too, recognizing that there are 
small differences in things considered important. 

I was visiting the other day and noticed a strange 
plastic parcel on a credenza. When I was seen 
eyeballing it, I was told, “Oh, that’s my emer¬ 
gency makeup kit, in case there’s a big quake.”

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The Pasadena Play¬ 
house has been part of 
the Pasadena cultural scene 
since 30-year-old Gilmore 
Brown arrived with his 
Savoy Stock Company 
in 1917 and set up shop 
in an old burlesque theater 
on N. Fair Oaks. 

Blessed with the good 
looks of a Charles Dana 
Gibson escort and with 
charisma to match, Brown 
quickly became a local 
celebrity whose produc¬ 
tions women of wealth 
were proud to sponsor, 
and his theatrical skills 
fortunately were equally 
effective. His company 
became a focus for the 
several amateur theatrical 
groups already in exis¬ 
tence. He turned the 
Playhouse into a com¬ 
munity effort with open 
tryouts, and the culture¬ 
conscious citizens pro¬ 
vided him with numerous 
and devoted volunteers. 

In 1924, the present 
building was built in opu¬ 
lent “Spanish” style, and 
the Pasadena Community 
Playhouse became the 
landmark that it continues 
to be. 

By 1936 the Playhouse 
could boast of being the 
first American theater to 
have produced all 37 of 
Shakespeare’s plays, as 
well as 480 others, and 
it had attracted world¬ 
wide attention by its pro¬ 
duction of new plays as 


well as classics, present¬ 
ing world premieres of 
plays by Eugene O’Neill 
and Tennessee Williams, 
among others. The School 
of the Theater, established 
in 1928, produced, over 
the years, such performers 
as Dana Andrews, Ray¬ 
mond Burr, Dustin Hoff¬ 
man, Rue McClanahan, 
Gene Hackman, Charles 
Bronson, Mako, Jamie 
Farr and Sally Struthers. 

After WWII, Pasadena 
became less of a closed 
community and the con¬ 
struction of the LA Music 
Center Theaters drew away 
some of its subscribers. 
Gilmore Brown was aging 
and had lost Charles 
Prickett, the business 
manager who kept the 
Playhouse afloat in its 
great days. Actors Equity 
had tightened its rules 
about community theaters 
and the Playhouse went 
into decline. 

Following Brown’s 
death in 1960, a series 
of managers showed more 
theatrical than financial 
sense and when $30,000 
reserved for taxes was 
borrowed for production, 
the IRS moved in and 
closed the Playhouse down. 

The city of Pasadena 
did not give up on its 
honorary “State Theater 
of California” and in 1981, 
after a series of negotia¬ 
tions, David Houck of 
Glendale, son of a mini-

store the building and its 
reputation. 

The past 10 years have 
seen the remodeling and 
restoration of the building 
and its re-establishment 
as a significant modern 
theater with a fully pro¬ 
fessional company and firm 
patron support. 

Last Thursday the Pasa¬ 
dena Playhouse celebrated 
its 75th year of existence 
with a public party. There 
were a lot of new things 
to announce and entrepre¬ 
neur Houck announced 
them with relish. 

First is a big history 
of the Playhouse by Judy 
O’Sullivan, a comprehen¬ 


sive hardback full of pic¬ 
tures and information, 
availaUe at the Playhouse 
gift shop and local book 
stores. 

Second is a new con¬ 
tract with the Lobero 
Theater in Santa Barbara 
and the new Poway Cen¬ 
ter for the Performing 
Arts in north San Diego 
County which will take 
six Playhouse productions 
per year to new neighbor¬ 
hoods and new audiences. 

Third is a float which 
Vons will sponsor in the 
1993 Tournament of Roses, 
celebrating 75 years of the 
theater. This is especial¬ 
ly appropriate since the 
theme on Jan. 1 will be 
“Entertainment in Amer¬ 


ica.” Judging from a 
handsome model, the 
float will be large and 
gorgeous. 

Fourth is an ambitious 
and visionary plan for the 
entire area from Union 
Street to Green Street 
and from El Molino to 
Madison Ave. This is 
planned to include res¬ 
taurants and shops, a 
larger theater and some 
hotel facilities, with the 
present theater as a nu¬ 
cleus. 

Fifth is a line of com¬ 
memorative wines chosen 
from a blind tasting of 
over 30 submissions by 
top California wineries. 
The winners are from the 
award-winning Flora 
Springs Wine Co. in Napa 
Valley. The label carries 
a brief history of the Play 
house and a colorful illus¬ 
tration by local artist Peg¬ 
gy Ebright. An especial¬ 
ly fine 1988 Cabernet 
Sauvignon “Founders 
Reserve” has a reproduc¬ 


tion of the lobby por¬ 
trait of Gilmore Brown. 
These will be ordered 
by the case only. 

Of course, there is also 
the second half of the 
play season still to come. 
Opening July 19 is “A 
Cup of Coffee,” a recent¬ 
ly discovered play by Pres¬ 
ton Sturges, famous for 
his movie comedies. A 
Preston Sturges movie fes¬ 
tival will run concurrent¬ 
ly at the Rialto Theater 
in South Pasadena. 

The Los Angeles prem¬ 
iere of “David’s Mother,” 
a comedy, opens Sept. 11, 
and “Oil City Symphony,” 
opening Nov. 6, is another 
in the Playhouse’s series 
of comic musical shows. 

I admit to a lot of sen¬ 
timent about the Play¬ 
house. My mother acted 
there, I acted there, my 
children learned their love 
of theater there, and I 
hope my grandchildren 
will find magic there. 
Long may it wave.

THE DARK DESCENT (The Evolution of 
Horror) 

Edited by David G. Hartwell 

A nightmare-inducing anthology of some 
of the best-written horror. “The Dark Descent” 
includes such well-known giants of the horror 
genre as Stephen King and Clive Barker, as well 
as authors from other fields who dabbled in the 
genre, including William Faulkner, Joyce Carol 
Oates and Flannery O’Connor. Hartwell does 
a fine job dividing the stories into three main 


categories: moral allegory, psychological meta¬ 
phor and fanta.sy. His introduction covers the 
history and evolution of the horror genre, a 
fascinating read by itself. This book aims for 
the literary-minded horror fan and won’t interest 
“Tales From the Crypt” readers/viewers. At 
1011 pages (in paperback), “A Dark Descent” 
guarantees many sleepless nights. 

THE FACE OF BASEBALL 
John Weiss/Wilfred Sheed 

It has the look of a coffeetable book, which 
is what it is. And like any book of this .sort, “The 
Face of Baseball” is meant to display the beau¬ 
tiful photographs contained inside. Not baseball 
card mug shots, nor game action photos, these 
portraits by Weiss successfully capture the es¬ 
sence of these ballplayers and coaches. Sheed’s 
prose flows as easily as Vin Scully’s melodic 
voice during a Dodger game.

STAINS SPOIL 
SUMMER WEAR 


About this season we seem to have a 
rash of certain stains that occur every 
year. We expect them and we know how to 
remove them from your clothes without 
damage to the fabrics or the dyes. From 
your best table linens, too. 

Mustard and ketchup are two of the 
familiar ones and because of the high 
degree of colors in them, they are difficult. 
But we can usually remove them. 

Grass stains are difficult too, but we 
can handle them for you. 

Another summer stain problem is ice 
cream. Since it consists of many ingre¬ 
dients, it requires several types of 
removers. First, it requires one for the oil 
from the milk and cream.

The following is one of 
a series of excerpts taken 
from “The Promise of 
World Peace, ” a state¬ 
ment made by the Univer¬ 
sal House of Justice, in¬ 
ternational governing 
body of the Baha’i Faith, 
to the peoples of the world. 

The courage, the resolu¬ 
tion, the pure motive, the 
selfless love of one people 
for another - all the spirit¬ 
ual and moral qualities 
required for effecting this 
momentous step towards 
peace are focused on the 
will to act. And it is towards 
arousing the necessary 
volition that earnest con¬ 
sideration must be given 
to the reality of man, name¬ 
ly, his thought. To under¬ 
stand the relevamce of this 
potent reality is also to 
appreciate the social nec¬ 
essity of actualizing its 
unique value through can¬ 
did, dispassionate and cor¬ 


dial consultation, and of 
acting upon the results 
of this process. Baha’u’- 
llah insistently drew at¬ 
tention to the virtues and 
indispensability of con¬ 
sultation for ordering 
human affairs. He said, 
“Consultation bestows 
greater awareness and 
transmutes conjecture in¬ 
to certitude. It is a shining 
light which, in a dark 
world, leads the way and 
guides. For everything 
there is and will continue 
to be a station of perfec¬ 
tion and maturity. The 
maturity of the gift of un¬ 
derstanding is made man¬ 
ifest through consultation.” 
The very attempt to achieve 
peace through the con¬ 
sultative action he pro¬ 
posed can release such a 
salutary spirit among the 
peoples of the earth that 
no power could resist the 
final, triumphal outcome.

Peace is not a negative 
reality, merely a lack of 
conflict. Peace is tran¬ 
quility, a calmness and 
serenity which are the re¬ 
sult of concord and har¬ 
mony. This peace is the 
gift of God which comes 
to us in our Communion. 

First is our peace with 
God. When we are open 
to the grace of Holy Com¬ 
munion, the Lord slowly 
transforms us more and 
more into Himself and 
directs our lives to God 
the Father and His chil¬ 
dren. We begin to under¬ 
stand that God the Father 
looks upon us and sees 
within us the person of 
Jesus, His beloved Son. 
Through the Holy Spirit 
we are in harmony with 
God and part of God’s 
trintarian life. What great 
peace there is in this reali¬ 
zation! 

Second is peace with 
ourselves. Good people 
often identify with the 
sentiments of St. Paul 
who wrote, “What hap¬ 
pens is that I do, not the 
good I will to do, but the 
evil 1 do not intend.” 
(Romans 7:19) Within 
us is a tugging back and 
forth between good and 
evil. Sin leaves us weak. 
We smart under its wounds. 


Our peace is disrupted. 
It takes the Lord in Com- 
mimion to heal the wounds 
of sin and division with¬ 
in us. 

Third is peace with each 
other. As sin separates 
us from God and divides 
our inner being, so it dis¬ 
rupts our relationship with 
people. Sin makes us turn 
inward and feel sorry for 
ourselves. If we have had 
a bitter argument or mis¬ 
understanding, we blame 
the other person. When 
our feelings are hurt, we 
put on combat gear. Our 
weapons are poised, ready 
for defense or attack. 
That’s when we mast realize 
that Holy Communion 
heals also the wound of 
sin and division which 
separates us from people. 

Before receiving Com¬ 
munion we offer a prayer 
that all may receive tlie 
gift of peace. At the al¬ 
tar the prie.st, focusing on 
the Body and tlie Blood 
of the Lord, prays for 
peace. He then invites 
us to offer to each other 
a sign of peace. This sign 
is actually a prayer that 
through our Holy Com¬ 
munion we may all share 
in that peace which is the 
gift of God.

Educators learn Mandarin 


Even though they had 
had only eight hours of 
instruction, Arcadia edu¬ 
cators who are students 
in Margaret Fang’s Man¬ 
darin Chinese class dem¬ 
onstrated what they had 
learned and their oithusiasm 
for the language at a gath¬ 
ering held last week at 
the home of Min Mey and 
Sheng Chang, founders 
of the Arcadia Chinese 
School. 

John Hart, principal of 
Longley Way Elemen¬ 
tary School, said that 
learning the Chinese lan¬ 
guage will help him be¬ 
cause about one third of 
his students speak Man¬ 
darin. 

For the past four years, 
the Arcadia Chinese As¬ 
sociation and the Changs 
have offered free trips to 
Taiwan for groups of 


educators, hospital em¬ 
ployees and members of 
the Arcadia Board of Ed¬ 
ucation. When this year’s 
trip was completed, par¬ 
ticipants indicated that 
they were interested in 
learning Mandarin Chinese. 

Thus, the first of eight 
classes began on May 13. 
Fang, who has taught 
Chinese at Azusa Pacific 
University, described her 
students as “wonderful.” 
Suzanne Keavney, direc¬ 
tor of community and 
student services for the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District, said, “We’ve tried 
very, very hard.” Another 
teacher said that he now 
understands how difficult 
it is for the Chinese stu¬ 
dents to learn a new lan¬ 
guage. 

The Arcadia Chinese 
Association has announced 


that it will continue to 
sponsor the class in the 
fall. 

When asked why she 
would spend energy and 
money to sponsor this ac¬ 
tivity, Mrs. Chang said, 
“Arcadia District educa¬ 
tors have made tremen¬ 
dous contributions in the 
lives of American-Chinese 
students. The educators 
have showed that they 
love the students and care 
about their learning. Of¬ 
fering them a free Man¬ 
darin class is the least 1 
can do.” 

Interviews with 10 stu¬ 
dents of the Chinese lan¬ 
guage class were taped at 
the Chang gathering last 
week and that tape will be 
aired on KDOC, Channel 
47 or 56 on Sunday, July 
12 at 1 p.m.
